‘A careful. study of the recent con- 


troversies in Germany leads to the con- 
clusion that, if Giscussions were entered 
upon, they ‘would be upon ‘the general 
basis of the evacuation of Belgium, 
France, and Serbia, an autonomous or 
independent Poland, ‘and security against 
commercial ‘ ling.’

He reached Germany 
via’ Copenhagen and returned via Am~- 
sterdam. _At Kirkwall his baggage, 
clothing, and all personal effects were 
searched when it was found he was go- 
ing to the German Empire. On the 
return trip the examination consisted of 
only close questioning. 

“I frankly told about the object of 
my visit to the officers who made the 
@Xamination,” said Mr. Schurz, ‘‘ They 
“made as little trouble as possible for 
me and treated me very courteously.”’ 

Concerning the social, economic, and 
business conditions observed during his 
brief stay, Mr. Schurz said: 

“*I had not been to Germany since 
the war began.

‘Predtaant Approves. List Chosen 
Under the New System. 


"Special to The New York Times. 

s«WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—President 
Wilson today approved the ‘selection of 
119 naval officers to be‘ promoted imme- 
diately and as vacancies occur during 
the calendar year 1917 as recommended 
by the Board of Rear! Admirals on Selec- 
tion. This action marked the passing of 
the; old ** plucking} board” system, In 
the past, naval officers. have been pro- 
moted by seniority, the officer at. the 
head of each grade being the first one 
eligible for a vacancy. For years the at- 
tempt has been made to substitute pro- 
motion by selection, but it wag not until 
the Naval Appropriation act of Aug.. 29, 
1916, was approved by the President that 


the old: system was abandoned. 

The law requires that the recommen- 
dations of names of officers to be select- 
ed for promotion be made by a board. 
The President toda spproved : every pro- 
motion reqonimenied by this rd, 
which comprised’ Admifal ‘Mayo, Vice 
Admiral Coffman, and Rear Admirals 
Knight, Usher, Fletcher, McLean, 
Fechteler, Gleaves, and Grant. They 
recommended 119 officers, of whom eight 
are-carried on the naval list as extra 
numbers in their respective grades.

Striking Shrinkage in Volume 
of Postcards, Letters, and 
Packages Sent Abroad. 


RECEIPTS ALSO FALL- OFF 


Money Orders for December at New 
York Office Show Reduction of 
$280,000—Postal Bank Gains. 


The submarine menace, overshadow- 
ing peace talk, is held partly responsible 
for the sharp falling off last month of 
Christmas mail between the United 
States and the nations of Europe pass- 
ing through the New York Post Office. 
Statistics obtained yesterday established 
a striking record in the shrinkage of the 
volume of greetings, postcards, letters, 
parcel post packages, and other articles 
and gifts which usually cross the Atlan- 
tic in the greatest of holiday seasons. 
As was expected. the record for domestic 
exchanges showed an increase, but not 
even December; 1915, also embracing a 
war holiday, made as poor a showing as 
the thirty-one days that preceded 1917. 

This was true of mail received, as well 
as of mail sent. As compared with the 
Same month in 1915, last December

ted States to Europe. “There were about 
3,000 fewer sacks of mail, 100,000 articles 
of various kinds classed as " ordinary 
articles,” and more ‘than 18,000 ‘parcel 
Post packages. 

Many explanations were offered for 
this unusual showing. First and foremost 
ofithese was the fear that a renewed 
and a’ more destructive undersea cam- 
paign planned by Germany might break 
out at any time. It’ was pointed out, in 
this connection, that the British Govern- 
ment itself had testified to ‘the reason- 


ableness of this fear by ordering that the 20,528 


sailing dates of. British steamships be no 
longer advertised. Furthermore, it was 
explained yesterday, many of those who 
would have remembered the “‘ old folks ” 
across the sea in normal. conditions, be- 
longed to that class of persons who were 
convinced that Germany was not sincere 
in her peace proposals, and ‘that they had 
only been offered as an excuse for in- 
creasing the- destructiveness and ruth- 
lessness of the U-boat war.on shipping. 
Rather than take the chance, therefore, 
of having their Christmas parcels sent 
to ‘the bottom by some raider, they de- 
cided not to send them at all, it ‘was 
said.

Socialis$ Boy Quits School Because 
of “Setting Up” Law. 

Daniel L. Uffner, a 17-year-old pupil 
in the New Rochelle High School, has 
withdrawn, according to Principal Wal- 
ter D. Head, because he refused on ac- 
count of Socialistic views to participate 
in the “setting up” exercises, pre- 
scribed under the law by the State Mili- 
tary Training Commission.

Exodus to Brooklyn Is Discussed as 
a Result of Charges of Con- 
tract Violations. 


More than 200 men, women, and: chil- 
dren living in the Bronx splashed 
through the rain yesterday morning to 
the Second District Municipal Court: at 
1624 Street and Brook Avenue to resist 
the attempts of their landlords top evict 
them for non-payment of rent.

Platt Adams took the report of con- 
templated charges lightly; and denied 
that he had any intention of competing 
in the games of the Irish-American A, 
GS “At pinbent, | 5 have no intention 
of compet ng again,’’ said Adams last 
night, ‘* not even in the A. A. U. indoor 
championships. So far as I can see at 
present, I am through with competitive 
athletics and am attending strictly to 
my business.’’ In reply to another ques- 
tion, Adams said that if the A. A. U. 
officials decided that the new clause in- 
serted in the rules last November barred 
him from competing as an amateur, he 
would immediately turn in his card. 

The rumor that the amateur status of 
Emes was to be impeached _ brought 
forth an entirely different response. is 
attorney, Frank E. Holahan, sent a let- 
ter to the editor of Tus New Yorx 
Times, in which he said: -: 

‘*I may state that my client will make: 
every effort to prevent his disqualifica- 
tion as an amateur, as we cannot con- 
ceive of any rule which would disqualify 
an athlete because of the fact that he 
works in an athletic or any other store 
for a salary to gain his livelihood. 

‘It seems to me that should the rulin 
of the A. A. U. prevail our athletes wil 
be only of the class that pay an income 
tax or else will be compelled to, become 
inmates of the ‘county house,’ and, by 
reason of receiving free board and lodg- 
ing therein, could then be athletes and 
compete under the colors thereof.’’ 

Officials. of the A. A. said last 
night that all cases’ presumed’ to come 
under the new ruling would be decided 
on their merits, and that acti6n would 
be taken by the Local Registration Com- 
mittee if. men whose eligibility were 
questioned entered for games and were 
protested. So far, it was said, no such 
action had been taken.

The Supreme Court of Louisiana 
made @ decision the other day thet is

Timés-Picayune, sued it for damages 


in New’ Grieans, es was his right. The| 


editor and the writer of the articles 
were indicted on forty counts in 
Eust Feliciana and two other parishes 
for criminal libel. This on the old 
theory, nourished, it appears, in Lou- 
isiana: and taken advantage of by poli- 
ticians with a grudge and citizens with 
a local “ pull” for the annoyance of 


Newspapers, the theory that “ circula- 


tion:” is: “* publication.” According to 
this theory, every copy of newspaper 
in which the alleged Ifbel is printed is a 
separate publication of the libel, and, 
if criminal Hbel is charged, @ distinct 
and separate offense, subject to prose- 
cution and ‘punishment im every place 
where it circulates. 

The case went up to the Supreme 
Court on a statement of facts admitted 
by ‘the District Attorney of East Feli- 
ciana Parish and counsel for the de- 


fendants. The latter contended that, if 


there had been any criminal libel, the 
offense was single and one, net multi- 
pliable, and that it had been committed 
in the Parish of Orleans, where the 
newspaper its published, and nowhere 
else. Moregver, tf they could be in- 
dicted and tried in three parishes, they 
could be indicted and tried in every 
one of the sixty-feur parishes of the 
State, and wherever their paper ctreu- 
lates in other States. 

The Supreme Court, the Chief Jus- 
tice dissénting, fssued a peremptory 


writ of prohibition, directe@ to the 
Judge of the Bast Felictama Parish 


District Court, prohibiting further pro- 
ceedings in the prosecution. Judge 
ONL, who wrote the opinion of the 


court, said: 

- If what. Dania D. Moore’ [editor and 
manager of The Times+Picayune} did 
was a complete offense and constituted 
otily one offense, it was surely com- 
mitted im the City of New Orleans. wr 
the fact that a bundle of copies of Thee 
Times+Pleayune containing the alleged 
libelous articté was sent into the Par- 
ish of East Feliciana conferred juris- 
diction upor the District Court in that 
parish to try the alleged offendér for 
what he did in the City of New Or- 
leans, it must bé upon the theoty that 
the sending of that bundle of papers to 
the Parish of East bch mepeige Spee 
tuted a separate offense in t par- 
re If that be true, the sending of 
anothér’ bundle of the: newspapers to 
the Parish of Rapides constituted an- 
other offénse-in that parish, and the 
sending of ariother bundle to the Par-~ 
ish. of Plaqtierbines constituted. another 
distinct offense. there;. and, on the 
@ame prirciplé, the sending of each 
newspaper to each individual sub- 
scriber or purchaser was a distinct of- 
fense. 

It. would lead to the ariomalous prop- 
osition that aé many separate and dis+ 
tinet offenses may have been commit- 
ted li a& many different jurisdictions, 
by what Dante, D. Moors did tn the 
City of New Orleans, as there were 
copies of the newspapér containing. the 
alleged libelous article; that what Mr. 
Moors did in the City of New Orleans 
was multiplied ifite as many thousands 
of distinct offetises on his part as there 
were subscribers anid purchasers and 
readers of that isste of The Times- 
Picayune. To say that a prosécution 
and conviction bya court having juris- 
diction in any parish. Where one of the 
newspapers found its way would. pro- 
tect the defendant from prosecution in 
any other parish, does not answer to 
the constitutional réquiremeéent that he

\ TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


At a time like this, 
when there are so 
Beggars _.many and ‘so deserv- 

+ ing objects, at home 

Flourishing. and abroad, in behalf 
of which demands upon the charitable 
and generous are made, there is apt 
to be an almost general assumption that 
all who. corhe as collectors for a. fund 
or & cause with @ good name are honest 
and that money given will be properly 
used. “This is by no means true, and, 
as a matter of fact, great numbers of 
professional beggars, and of amateurs 
who are fast becoming professionals, are 
industriousty utilizing for their own 
benefit, the opportunities -which. have 
been created for them by the public’s 
kuewledge that many reputable organi- 
zations are appealing for aid. 

The usual inclination to inquire and to 
investigate has been weakened, and so 
has’ been, apparently, the enforcement 
of regulations and ordinances against 
Soliciting alms. on the street. To win 
confidenee and open purses it often is 
enough to mention a day nursery or 
“ the children of the tenements,” and 
pecple: do not think to ask, befare giv- 
ing, even what nursery is to be helped 
or what children. 

The results of this carelessness and 
lack of discrimination are becoming well 
known to those in a position to learn 
them. The pastor of one.of the city’s 
larger churches recently stated that two 
of his parishioners had found begging 
an attractively easy wity to make’ a liv- 
ing. and he quoted a chauffeur of his 
acquaintance as reporting that one of 
these mendicants jeered at him for work- 
ing s6 hard for money that could be 
obtained for the mere asking. <A wéll- 
dressed blind man, escorted by a girl 
equally well-dressed, told an inquirer 
who asked him why' he was not at the 
* Lighthouse,’’ where he would be helped 
toward self-support, that the’ pay thére 
Was so much less than what he could 
get by begging that he preferred the 
latter. . 

“The really poor and deserving,”’ 
writes the friend who has called the-at- 
tention of THe Trmes to. this state of 
affairs, “do not beg. They would and 
‘da starve first. If the pérson who feels 
an impulse to give to a street beggar 
would put that coin aside, and send it— 
with others, if possible—to the poor fund 
of his or her own church, or to one of 
the aceredited charity organizations; the 
impulse to do good would be gratified, 
and good would be done, not the harm 
that almost always follows almsgiving 
not based on investigation.’’

Though Kansas 
was not included 
Rather among the States 

Short «Sighted. recently | criticised 

by Mrs. Gertrups 
ATHERTON for indifference to the needs 
of sufferers from the war in Europe, The 
Topeka: Capital, presumably _because of 
Mrs. ATiterTon’s references to “ the 
West,” has put the cap on the heads of 
the Kansans, and proves that it fits by 
declaring it difficult to visualize woes 
that are remote. To illustrate its point, 
The Capital uses, curiously enough, not 
the French or British wounded, who, 
after all, are not so very far from Kan- 
sas, but the deported Armenians, who 
are starving in the camps near Aleppo 
and elsewhere in Syria. 

That>is rather dodging the issue, but. 
perhaps it is doing. about the best that 
could be done with a bad case. It 
doesn’t Kelp appreciably, however, to 
say, as The Capital does, that if the 
population of Topeka were reduced to 
sudden starvation, the response from the 
rest of the State would be “‘ instantane- 
ous and overpoweringly more : than 
ettough.”’ 

One cantiot help wondering if some- 
thing else than distance is not at the 
root of the difficulty Kansas finds in 
‘‘ visualizing *’ those for whom Mrs. 
ATHERTON vainly appealed. to the West. 
In another article on the same page The 
Capital gravely the Allies if they

Paintings and Tapestries of William 
A. Clarie—The Renoir Exhibition. 
At the Lotos' Club is an exhibition of 

haintings and tapestries lent by William 

A. Clark, open to. those fortunaté 

enough to have cards of invitation. The 

pictures are ‘‘ The Trial of Catherine of 

Aragon,” by Edwin. A. Abbey; the por- 

traits of Lord. and Lady Dustinville, by 

Gainsborough, and tHe Jeanne d@ Arc 

series by Boutet de Monvel, begun in 

1904 and completed by the artist in 1913, 

Only two months before his death. The 

Jeanne d’Arc panels are six in number 

and range in treatmeit from the rich- 

ness and elaboration of the panel de- 

picting the coronation of Charles VII. 

at Rheims to the simplicity and solem- 

nity of that showing the scene of 

Jeanne’s self-defense before the Judges 

at Rouen, The primitive note is sus- 

tained. by the exquisite gold work on 
the robes and accéssories, work that no 

Lold Fleming need have blushed for, and 

the expressive characterization in the 

scene before tha Judges shows Gallic 
insight’ and humor within the tight 

method. It is a beautiful series, and a 

type of decoration peculiarly adapted 

to private rooms. 

On the other hand, the tapestries call 
for space and distance. Opposite the 
door is the Beauvais carpet from Bou- 
cher’s design which came from the 
Leuchtenburg Palace. On the opposite 
walls are four panels of Gothic tapestry 
made at. Arras, In France, in the fif- 
teenth century, illustrating hunting 
scenes of the Duke of Burgundy, who is 
portrayed on horseback in each of the 
panels. The fifth example of the series 
now hangs in .the entrance room of, the 
Hotel de Cluny at Paris. The Lotos 
Club Galleries are favorable to the ef- 
fective showing of. these splendid weav- 
‘ings, and the exhibition as a whole 
will give pleasure to many who would 
not otherwise have>an opportunity to 
enjoy the pleasures of the private col- 
lection. represented. 


The Renoir Exhibition. 

Renoir, the idol of the moderns, is on 
exhibition at the Durand-Ruel Galleries 
until Jan. 20. To study the exhibition 
ts to find the source of much of the 
strawberry pink and yellow green that 
has come recently into the exhibition 
rooms. The Rénoir color is not, how- 
ever, ta be copied. It flowg from the 
Frenchman’s palette in a., jubilant 
stream of beauty, but arranged in a 
schematic program, and, repeated end- 
lessly, it becorties as much of a bore as 
the merry laugh of an artificially gay 
person. Observe the variety in the Re- 
noir color. Here is a young woman 
catalogued as ‘“ Baigneuse aasise”’ No. 
10. Note the little stupid red face, 
higher in key than the rather murky 
and reddish back with fits inexorable 
reality. The flesh is of the fleshiést, 
and there is nothing else to the picture 
but the: gorgeous painting, in conipari- 
son. with which Rubens becomes an 
idealist. ‘Then look at “‘ Baigneuse as- 
sise’’ No. 12. Here is @ beautiful young 
creature, white and firm, with the 
bloom of her blond skin making her like 
a flower among the curiously artificial 
rocks. Turn to the “ Jeune fille cou- 
sant,” with its close outline and dry 
pigment, to the ‘‘ Femme et enfant” of 
1881, appealing in pose and gesture, and 
wholly. without the quivering vitality of 
the Iater color schemes, to the “‘ Jeune 
femme en costume. orientale; with its 
bricky’ flesh tones and its dusky trans- 
parent scarves. You see what Renoir 
at his simplest is in the studies of 
giadioli. It its impossible not to get 
something of his quality in the presence 
of such masterpieces. Here he is un- 
impeded By the always disturbing prob- 
lems of structure and poriderable sub- 
stance, which he met with unfafling 
boldness, but did not invariably soive. 


The Walkewits Watercolors. 
The Watikowitz watercolors at the 
Photo-Secession Gallery should be seen, 
if only to steep the vision in the pe- 


the: irritating quality of plein color-box 
red, but floats and shimmers and pales 
and deepens like the reds of sunrise and 
sunset. Mr. Walkowitz uses cloud col- 
ors. There almost never is found in his 
work a hard white or a hard green. His 
forms are not less nebulous, yet one 
finds the stability of rock in his cliffs 
and his houses’ are safely on their un- 
derpinning. His subjects are unrecog- 
nizable if you insist on features. That 
hardly’ matters, unless you have special 
friends in the way of barns -and or- 
chards, portraits of which you covet. 
The Walkowitz pictures recall certain 
hours of day, certain morning and even- 
ing loveliness. They are exquisitely 
sensitive jn color, and sensitiveness 
comes by nature and not by science. 
It ‘hold that science spoils it, Mr. 
WAlkowitz proves that it does not. He 
is holding his exhibition until Jan, 17, 
and you may go to it from the Renoir 
exhibition without danger of that sud- 
den depression by which the gallery 
visitor is apt to be assailed in passing 
from the art of yesterday—sifted and 
chosen—to that of today in its chaotic 
multiplicity. .

Why. Need There Bé Doubt About 
the Origins of the War?

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
However exigencies may be 
called upen to explain the most-dis- 
cussed seritence of President Wilson's 


current note to the belligerents, it is not 
unfair to him, as so clearly pointed out 


to. interpret his careful equalization of 
credit for high moral purpose “in the 
light of his unofficial but often quoted 
utterance that we are not concerried 
with. the origin nor the objects of the 
war.” 

That Germany considers that we and 


all neutrals whose sympathy and moral 


approval she seéks are, for this purpose, 
* concerned with the origin of the war," 
is proved by her oft-répeated déclara- 
tions that the war was ‘forced upon” 
her, that she was “ attacked.’’ Can it 
be that, as yet, we have insufficient in< 
formation to form a judgment on this 
first and underlying moral issue of the 
war, claimed by both sides? 

I have before me the Germarz White 
Book, containing ‘“‘documents anent 
the outbreak of the war, issued by the 
German Government, authorized edition 
for America, published by The Fether- 
land.”” It is evident that here can be 
no question of faulty translation, inter- 
ference by the English censor, or the 
like. 

The first article is headed “ How Rus- 
sia. and Her Ruler Betrayed Germany’s 
Confidence and Thereby Caused. the 
European War.” It opens with a recital 
of the assassination ef Archduke Fer- 
dinand on. June 28, 1914, which 1s 
claimed to have: been part and parcel 
of a pan-Serbian plot, backed Rus- 
sia and “ directed against the conserva- 
tion and integrity of the Austro-Hun- 
garian monarchy.’’ On Page 4 the ar- 
ticle continués:* 


Under these circumstances it was 
clear to, Austria that it was not com- 
patible with the dignity and spirit of self- 
preservation. of the monarchy to view 
idly any longer this agitation across the 
border. The Imperial and Royal Govern- 
ment apprised Germany of this concep-. 
tion and asked for our opinion. With‘all 
our heart we were able to agree with our 
ally’s estimaté of the. situation, and as- 
sure him that any action considered néc- 
essary to end.the movement in Serbia 
directed against the conservation of the 
monarchy would meet with our ap- 
proval. 

We were perfectly aware that a pos- 
sible warlike attitude of Austria-Hun- 
gary against Serbis might bring Russia 
upon the field, and that it might therefore 
involve us in a war, in accordance with 
our duties as allies. We eoulé not, 
however, in these vital interests of Aus- 
tria-Hungary, which were at stake, advise 
our ally to take a yielding attitude not 
compatible with his dignity, nor deny 
him our assistance in these trying days. 

*** A morally weakened Austria un- 
der the pressure of Russian pan-Slevism 
would be no longer an ally on whem we 
could count and in whom we could have 
confidence, as we must be able to have, 
in view of the ever more menacing atti- 
tude ef our easterly and westerly neigh- 
bors: We, therefore, permitted Aus- 
tria a completely free hand in ber action 
towards Serbia but have not participated 
in her preparations, 


This White Book {s dated, ‘‘ Foreign 
Office, Berlin, August, 1914,” and. it will 
be noted that the above important ad- 
mission and alse the admission of wrong 
in violating Belgium’s neutrality were 
made at a time when Gérmany expected 
for herself a quick, decisive victory after 
@ campaign to be méasured by weeks, 
at most ‘by months, A speedy triumph 
of arms was to have been her conclusive 
ee under which all incidental 
questions of moral right or wrong were 
to ee been buried and soon forgotten 


as nonessentials; and had. she been abie! 


to foresee a long war, with ample time 
¢or neutrals to study and weigh ques- 
tions of international morality, it is a 
question whether her spokesmen would 
have been so frank in their early ad- 
missiofis. ",? 

In all courts of law the admission of 
essential, damaging facts by a sané 
adult is regarded as conclusive evidence, 
and many of us Americans who, at thé 
outbreak of thé war, suspended judg- 
ment until Germany should be heard 
from directly and, who, on reading the 
ae admission, found themselves 

to agree with Germany that she 
had potentially and knowingly author- 
ized the world war, are tempted to be 
impatient with those who, claiming to 
have started with open neutral minds, 
are still unable to form a judgment on 
this first moral issue of the war. , 

The second moral issue, ‘“‘ The Manner 
of Conducting the War,” requires no ar- 
gument; the facts speak for themselves. 

The third moral issue, ‘‘ The Objects 
of the War,” is-logically bound up with 
the first, since only the nation which 
started the war can logically be asked 
to name the object or objects for which 
it was started; the victim or defendant 
is under no obligation to explain why 
he defends himeelf. 

Peace conditions, including indemnity, 
guarantees, &¢., are a different matter 
and cannot be definitely determined by 
the party attacked while injuries: con- 
tinue te be received; the books can be 
balanced only as of a given date, each 
new day of war adding millions toe the 
account. In this connection, however, 
it is significant that England, before re- 
ceiving President Wilson’s inquiry, had 
already publicly stated her conditions in 
general terms, and, according to latest 
reports, is in the way of giving them 
to the world more in detail; whereas the 
Hohenzollern coterie still prefers a se- 
eret conference “around a table,” in 
which the people of Germany shall have 
no part, but take what is handed out to

The comprehensive circulation of THz 
New Yor Trews, and the care with 
which it ts read, have been strongly im- 
pressed upon me during the last few

The statement sct forth the aim of 
the World's Court League, which is to 
arouse public opinion in ‘this. country 

in other lands to the necessity of 
steps, a8 soon as possible after 
close of the present war, to estab- 
ih @ court of international jurisdiction, 
Uterally a world court, wherein may be 
tried under international law, and prop. 
erly adjudicated, serious disputes aris- 
ing between nations in future; the great 
ebject being, of course, to prevent repe- 
tition of war. The World’s Court League 
belHeves that such a tribunal, niodeled 
after our own Supreme Court at Wash- 
ington, would be supported in its deci- 
sions by au enlightened public opinion 
which now sees, as never before, the 
utter folly of recourse to arms. ‘ 

In my statement F- pointed out that all 
through history we have seen coalition’ 
after coalition formed by one group of 
powers after another, based on military 
force; and that in no single instance 
has such a coalition survived longer 
than @ cOmparatively few years. I ven- 
tured the opinion that when the present 
war shall be over, then will be the time 
to try the only experiment not yet tried 
for settlémént of serious international 
disputes—the organizing of a world 
court based not on arms, but on the 
sheér. force of public opinion. At the 
same time I called attention to dangers 
of having the United States enter into 
any league or other compact to enforce 
peace, which would bind us, in final 
eventuality, to use our army and navy 
jointly with the armies and navies of 
other powers in such coalition by mak+.

It fe in this respect only, as far es I 
know, that the World's Court League 
differs from the League to Bnforce 
Peace.

What Madison, Wis., Has Done for 
the Allied Countries. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Some. veeks ago, you challenged the 
Middle West to show in answer to Mra, 
Atherton what it had done for tlie relief 
of sufferers from the war. A detailed 
statement fg necessarily long but may be 
suggestive. The following is of work for 
the allies in Madison: 

In the Summer of 1914 the local branch 
of the National Red Cross was the only 
organized relief association. For. ob- 
vious reagons thelr work was soon dis- 
placed py agencies making no profes- 
sions of the neutrality Imposed upon the 
Red Cross, 

In September of 1914 @ small commit- 
tée of women began to collect clothing 
to be sent into France. This antedated 
any . organized effort of the kind of 
which I have knowledge and all express 
charges on the first shipment of 500, 
garments were paid to point of delivery 
in Frence. By the time the second ship- 
ment of 1,000 garments was ready the 
American Giris’ Aid had been organized 
and artangements made in New York for 
free shipment from that city. It is seen 
that one town at least in the Middle 
‘West had organized one branch of relief 
before it was fully organized in New 
York.’ This committee has now sent into 
France over 9,000 garments and several 
casea of néw material. All except the 
first shipment has been sent in care of 
the American Girls’ Aid. 2 

During the first few months of the war 
one Madison woman, not of the above 
committee, supplied materia) for and su- 
perintended the making of 1,260 new gar- 
ments for children in Belgium. Early in 
the Fall of 1914 a committees of men 
taised over $4,800 for flour to be sent 
into Belgium. 

In the Fatl of 1914 a committee of fifty 
women began to work for the wounded 
in France. In a few days they raised 
about $1,200 for this purpose, which was 
sent through a° New York committee. 
They then organized a working commit- 
tes of 150 women which during the past 
two years has sent 425,496 surgical 

: into France. : 
“paren the last year fifteen French 
orphans have been adopted and near- 
ly $8,000 additional money raised through 
the “tMadison Committee for Relief 
Work Among the Allies." Special col- 
lectiéns have also been made for the 
Jews amounting to more than §2,750. 
Money from other sources in, my -knowl- 
édge for relief work in France and Rus- 
sia amounts to $30,000. 

In all, the money for the Allies known 
to me to have been sent from Madi- 
gon amounts to $46,250 or $1.54 per capi- 
ta for the population of the city. This 
is exclusive of the value of cléthing, 
material, or surgical dressings, with the 
exception of $100 worth of shoes.

Sciehtist’s New Book Tells of 
Messages from Youth Who 
Was Killed in War. 








DETAILS OF “SPIRIT PLANE” 





Communications Describe an Exist- 
ence Much Like That of 
World of the Living. 





A matter of fact account of communi- 
cations with his son, killed in battle, is 
contained in Sir Oliver Lodge’s new 
book, ‘‘ Raymond: or, Life and Death,” 
in which the scientist gives page after 
page of messages from the dead son de- 
scribing in minutest détails conditions 
of the spirit world—even the clothes he 
wears, the friends he has, and how 
bodies mangled in war are put togéther 
again. 

The book, which contains the sub- 
title ‘‘ New Evidence of the Survival of 
Personality,” has just been published 
by the George H. Doran Company. 

Sir Oliver was President of the Society 
for Psychical Research from 1901 to 
1904 and of the British Association for 
Psychical Research in 1918 and 1914. 

In his book he says that the first mes- 
sage from the spirit world about his 
sen came from a medium, a Mrs. Piper 
of Greenfield, N. H., on Aug. 8, 1915, to 
the effect that a blow was about to 


fall. Early in September he learned in 
Scotland of the death of his youngest 
son, Second Linyhenank Raymond ge, 
in battle near Ypr

He doesn't fight like the others; he 
seems 60 séttled already.

26 that Raymond gave his father a de- 
tailed description of things in aw spirit 
world. Through the medium, he said: 

“Can you fancy seeing me in 
white robes? Mind, I didn’t care for 
them at first, and I wouldn’t wear them. 
Just like a fellow gone to a country 
where there is a — climate—an igno- 
rant fellow, not knowing what he is 
going to. It’s just like that; he may 
make up his mind to wear his own 
clothes a little while, but he will soon 
be dressing like the natives. He was 
allowed to have earth clothes here un- 
til he got acclimatized.”

Veteran of-the Civil War Was 
the Father of. Admiral Hugo 
Osterhaus, U. S. N., Retired. 








END CAME IN NATIVE LAND 





An Officer in Prussian Army in 
1844, He Fled to America— 
Long in Diplomatic Service. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Brig. Gen. 
Peter J. Osterhaus, U. S. A., retired, 
father of Rear Admiral Hugo Osterhaus, 
U. 8. N., retired, is dead at Berlin, Ger- 
many, according to advices reaching the 
State Department today. He was 94 
years old and a native of Germany. 





Major Gen. Osterhaus, who received 
thig title on July 23, 1864, was one of the 
Germans who fled to this country after 
the revolution of 1848-9. In addition to 
commanding the Fifteenth Army Corps 
under Genéral Sherman in the civil war, 
he had served this country as Consul 
General at Lyons during the Franco- 
Prussian war. He was born in Coblentz 
on the Rhihe, and became an officer in 
the Prussian Army in 1844. When the 
revolution failed, with many others, 
among whom were Carl Schurz and Dr. 
Abraham Jacobi, he fled to this country 
and settled in Belleville, Ill., where he 
became a naturalized citizen in 1864. 

Osterhaus wags appointed a Major of 
the Second Missouri Rifle Battalion at 
the beginning of the civil war, and comi- 
manded the battalion at the battles of 
Boonville and Wilson’s Creek, Mo.

B.&M. RECEIVERSHIP UPHELD 


Court Decides Directors Did Not De- 
ceive Stockholders. 


BOSTON, Jan. 5.—The receivership of 
the Boston & Maine Railroad was sus- 
tained by the Federal Court today, 
pending final determination of the ques- 
\tions.of law involved. This ruling fol- 
lowed a hearing of five weeks, in which 
minority stockholders had opposed a 
continuance of the temporary receiver- 


ship. 

Upon the facts as presented, the court 
held that the receivership was justi- 
fied, that the Directors had been ac- 
tuated by honorable motives in assent- 
ing to the creditors’ petition for re- 
colvership filed by the Inter-Continental 
Rubber Company of New Jersey, and 
that the financial condition of the road 
was what the Directors claimed it to 
be. . 

Judge Morton said that Asa P. 
French, counsel for certain other minor- 
ity stockholders, had requested permis- 
‘sion to file a brief on the questions of 
law involved. Pending the court’s de- 
termination of the questions raised by 
Mr. French, Judge Morton said _ he 
would reserve his decision regarding 
the permanency of the receivership un- 
til later, but:that the facts showed the 
receivership was proper. 

In stating his findings on the facts, 
Judge Morton said: ‘‘ The long hear- 
ings which we have been throu h must 
have satisfied everybody who follawed 
the case that there is not the slightest 
foundation for the charges made against 
the present Board of Directors, and that 
the board has acted with integrity and 
ability for the best interests of the 
Boston~& Maine Railroad as it saw 
them.” ; 

The court. expressed the opinion that 
the property ‘of the railroad, at a fair 
valuation, largely exceeds its debts. 


LONDON MARKET CHEERFUL. 


Business, However, Is Sma:l Pend- 
ing the New Wap Loan.

Uncle Sam to Put a Letter Re- 
ceptacle on Every Fire-Alarm 
‘Post in New System. 


ONLY TWO BLOCKS APART 


Mayor and Representatives of De- 
partment Agree on Plans to Give 
New York Better Service. 


At a conference yesterday between 
Mayor Mitchel, heads of city depart- 
ments, and representatives of the, Post 
Office Department in Washington and 
of the local Post Office plans were coimn- 
pleted for installing more letter boxes 
in the city. 1t was agreed to put letter 
boxes on the poles to be used in con- 
nection with the new fire alarm tele- 
graph system now in course of construc- 
tion. Every'two blocks there will be a 
fire alarm box and a letter box on the 
same pole. . The red light indicating a 
fire alarm box will also serve to locate 
the letter box. The fire alarm boxes

Adamson of the Fire Department. 

‘‘It was a simple matter to adjust 
after we got together,” said the Mayor. 
‘‘The Fire Commissioner has his maps 
showing the places for the new fire 
alarm boxds and the Post Office has 
maps showing where the present letter 
boxes are. Under the proposed ar- 
rangement there will be a fire alarm 
and a letter box every two blocks all 
over the city. It will not be necessary 
to erect additional poles and citizens 
will be guided to the letter boxes by 
the same red light which designates the 
location of the fire alarm boxes.” 


HELD AS REALTY SWINDLER. 


Ulrich De Poli Alleged to Have Sold 
Lotg Through False Letters. 


Between 1910 and 1913 the Malaga 
Realty and Development Company, 96 
Broadway, did a big business in lots 
for home builders at Malaga, N. J.. The 
name of the place and the name of its 
chief promoter, Ulrich De Poli, gave 
the business sparkle and snap. The 


property, as advertised, was abuut mid- 
Way between Atlantic City and Phila- 
delphia. 

Some of the investors investigated the 
property and, they allege, found that 
it was in a swamp and heavily mort- 
gaged. These got some of their money 
back, but many got nothing. De Poli, 
who is also. known as John Banta, fled. 
Post Office Inspectors got after him 
for using the mails, pursued him as 
far as Italy, then back to this country, 
and found him in Bridgeport. 

De Poli was arraigned before Judge 
Learned Hand of the Federal District 
Court yesterday, charged with using 
the mails to swindle. He pleaded not 
guilty and was held under $3,000 bail.

GUGGENHEIMS WIN TAX SUIT. 


Court Holds There Is Difference Be- 
fween Income and Receipts. 


The Guggenheim Exploration Com- 
pany yesterday won a suit brought 
against it by the Government.for the 
collection of a corporation income tax 
of $67,471 because of the sale by the 
company in.1911 of 112,490 shares of the 
American Smelters Securities Company. 
The Government asserted that the pro- 
ceeds from this sale represented a profit 
to the company and that it was there- 
fore subject to the tax. 

Judge Manton of the Federal District 
Court said that the net income of a@ cor- 
gee ooh could not be determined by 

ookkeeping, but only by the facts, Any 
increase’in the book value of the assets 
of a corporation through a revaluation 
of the property does not constitute, he 
said, any part of the gross amount of 
its income. . 

Judge Manton said that the word “ in- 
come was not the same as the word 

receipts,” that the statutes make a 
difference between them, and that in- 
come as used in the statute is different 
from property and _ invested capital. 
Therefore money obtained by a’ sale’ of 
stock could not be considered as income, 
but could be regarded only as receipts. 


MURDER SUSPECT COMING. 


West Virginia Vagrant Insists He’s 
Policeman's Slayer. 


Inspector John Gray, in ‘charge of the 
Detective Bureau, received a telegram 
from Detective Sergeant Peter Carmody 
in Weston, W. Va., last night in regard 
to the McAuliffe murder investigation. 
Carmody said he was about to return 
to this city with @ man who had sur- 
rendered to the police of Weston. say- 
ing he had murdered Policeman William 
McAuliffe on duty at Sixty-seventh 
Street and Third Avenue on the night 
of March 18 last. 

Detective Carmody stated that the 
man was the same, one who had 
walked: into an Ohio town two months 
ago and told the police he was Mc- 
Auliffe’s slayer. At that time the man 
gave the name of David Dexter. Car- 
mody heard the man’s story at the 
time, and reported that his version of 
the murder did not coincide with the 
known facts. 

To the Weston police and Carmody 
the man again described details of the 
shooting. He had given the name of 
Otto Hess, and said he was a brother- 
in-law of the victim. The story told by 
Hess in’ Weston tallies minutely with 
the actual details of the killing, Car- 
mody said. 


WANTED IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Deaf-Mute Alleged to Have Tried 
to Murder Another Deaf-Mute. 


Frank Sack, a deaf-mute, 27 years 
old, was turned over to detectives froin 
Philadelphia yesterday in the ‘Adams 
Street Police Court, Brooklyn.

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COURT BARS ALIENS 
FROM CITY’S EMPLOY 


Decision Also Insists Those in 
Civ Service Must Live 
in This State. 


NURSE WILLLOSE HER PLACE 


Hundreds Will Be Affected if High- 
er Authorities Sustain 
Brooklyn Finding. 


In a decision handed down yesterday 
by the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, sitting in Brooklyn, affirming the! 
ruling of Justice Kelly, who directed the 
city officials to dismiss Miss Eugenia S. 
Prengel, a supervising nurse in the 
Health Department, on the ground that | 
she was an alien, the higher. tribunal | 
holds that city employes must be resi- 
dents of the State and citizens. 

The decision, if upheld by the Court of 
Appeals, will affect hundreds of persons 
employed in the Municipal Government 
who are now residents outside the State. 
It will stop the appointment or employ- 
ment of persons in the city departments 
who live in New Jersey or Connecticut. 

Justice Thomas, who wrote the de- 
cision, which was concurred in by Jus- 
tices Stapleton, Carr, Mills, and Rich, 
says: 

‘““The fault of the appellant’s argu- 
ment is that the Legislature has, in dis- 
tributing powers, enabled the Board of 
Aldermen to determine its officers and 
employes shall not be aliens and non- 
residents, with foreign allegiance, alli- 
ance, and interests, but members of the 
State and dwellers in it. 

“The requirement is so obviously prop- 
er that the city shall not be conducted 
by persons. obligated to a foreign State 
or nation, that it would seem inherently 
a governmental right to declare qualifi- 
cations. But by statute comptehensive 
powers have been given the city.’’ 

Miss Prengel, while an alien, entered 
the Department of Health as a nurse. 
She later became supervising nurse in 
the Brooklyn bureau of the department. 
Although she lived in the city for many 
years she never became a citizen, but 
remained a subject of Germany. A tax- 
payer’s suit was brought by Robert 
Hellyer to oust her. It was directed 
against Controller Prendergast, Health 
Commissioner Emerson, Dr. Henry Mos- 
cowitz, Darwin R. James, and Alexander 
Keogh, the last three comprising the 
Civil Service Commission. 

Justice Thomas said that Justice Kelly 
‘‘ decided properly ’’’ that Miss Prengel 
was not legally appointed a nurse in the 


Health Department or promoted super- 
vising nurse,

BLAMES COAL INDEPENDENTS 
A. F. Rice Says They Were.Respon- 
sible for High Prices In November. 


Commissioner Arthur F. Rice of the 
Coal Merchants’ Association, Inc., in 
his arinual report yesterday to the as- 
sociation, which comprises most of the 
large retail coal dealers of the city, said 
the cause of the extreme high prices of 
coal last November was the command 
obtained ovet the mhrket by independent 
coal operators because the large pro- 
ducing companies, which did. not raise 
prices, were not able to deliver coal in 
the quantities demanded. - Commissioner 
Rice said: ' = 

‘The climax of the situation this 
year was reached when the predicted 
shortage of coal manifested itself, and 
the dealers found it impossible to secure 
enough, from their usual sources of, 
supply, to take care of their trade. The 
stringency began early in October, ‘and 
reached ifs acute stage about the middle 
of November. The large companies were 
not able to ship more than 5U per cent. 
of their normal tonnage, and althougn 
they were desperateiy impurtuned to 
increase the shipments here—if only for 
a few days to relieve the pressure— 
they found it impossible to do so. 

“Most of them manifestly did the 
best they could, and none of them ad- 
vanced prices, but that did not solve the. 
difficulty for the retailer, whose only 
recourse was to go into the open. mar- 
ket.and buy -the balance of his re- 
quirements from the individual oper- 
ators at premium prices, ranging from 
50 cents a ton up to $5.and $6 per ton 
early in November, above the circular 
prices. Frequent readjustments of re- 
tail prices became imperative, and they 
varied widely,’ not only in different 
parts of the city, but. also among di- 
rect competitors in the same districts, 
the discrepancy in some cases being 
as much as $3 or $4 a ton.’

- Conviction Throughout Trade 
That War Is Approaching.

ADVANCE OF 37 TO 38 POINTS 


South Is Making Every Effort to 
Reap .

Cotton yesterday’ showed unexpected 
strength as a result of encouraging 
cables, reports of better spot demands, 
and the conviction throughout the cot- 
ton trade that the war is approaching 
its final stages. The demand for the 
new crop months, particularly October, 
from foreign buyers has promoted this 
feeling, and in addition-to this the 
press advices for the day were consid- 
‘éred more optimistic in their indica- 
tions of edrly peace. . A- good’ under- 
tone persisted throughout the session, 
and ‘the close. was at the highest prices 
of the day at a net. 
points, 

Advices from the cotton: belt indicate 
that the South is making every effort 
to reap the full advantage of present 

high prices and, if possible, to assist 
in making them more or less perma- 
nent. In addition to the stubborn- 
ness with which holders are refusing 
to part with their cotton, an organized 
publicity campaign is being conducted 
among the leading Southern newspa- 
pers, urging remaining holders to mar- 
ket their cotton slowly, and also to 
avoid being misled into greatly increas- 
ing the acreage for the next crop. The 
movement is said to have been started 
by cotton interests who hold the belief 
that a stable price level of 20 cents is 
possible of realization. 

The week-end figures were bullishly 
construed. The amount of cotton for- 
warded from Liverpool to Manchester 
spinners was a factor in the advance. 
as the statistics called. fur 100,000 bales 
against 44,000 last year, thus indicating 
an unusually large absorption for the 
purpose of consumption. The bullish 
feeling also has received some legiti- 
mate. sanction. from: the fact that the 
contract markets, both of New York 
and New Orleans, are considerably be- 
low a parity with spot prices in the 
interior markets. In fact, Southern 
shippers are advising their, clients 
among the spinners to avoid seiling 
goods for forward delivery on the basis 


of future quotations, and to make aili- 
gent inquiry as to the price at which 
actual cotton can be bought to fill con- 
tracts. 

According to. the New York Cotton 
Exchange, the amount of cotton brought 
into ‘sight for the week was -300,D58 
bales, compared with 241,559 last year.
